Laird came into the city yesterday for 
the purpose of securing supplies, and 
will return north-in a week, 

“There will be a bigger fur eateh 
this year than Jast year," said Mr. 
Laird, “but the Indians have been un- 
ible to do anything towards securing 
the fur until this month, The snow 
has been so deep that they have been 
nnabie to get into the bush, and the 
cold has been very severe.

“Todo not think the eity would be 
justified in entering info any agree- 
ment with the Edmonton Heat and 
Power company until the couneil have 
before them fullest information as to 
the probable cost of construction of 
a plant at Roeky Rapids, said Mayor 
Armstrong this morning in conversation 
with the Capital ‘Phe city should 
either take steps itself to find out 
What the eost would be, or should sat- 
isfy itself as to the probable cost by 
investigation, To enter into a deal 
without first obtaining all such infor- 
mation would in my opinion be unbusi- 
ness like.” 

Mayor Armstrong this morning re- 
ceived the report of the Hydro-elec- 
tric commission, and a Jetter from Ton. 
Adam Beek, chairman of the commis- 
sion, in whieh replies are given to a 
number of questions put by his wor- 
ship. 

“Electricity is a great factor in the 
economieal and successful operation of 
public utilities,’ said Hon, Mr. Beek, 
“phe transmission of electricity over 
long distances by high voltage is quite 
feasible, and the cost of.iae same de- 
pends entirely upon the quantity of 
electricity you ean use, The commis- 
sion is distributing power over a line 
800 miles long, and is now in success- 
ful operation.” Y 

In view of these facts his worship 
believes that the distance of 175 miles 
to Grand Rapids should not prove an 
unsurmountable obstacle to the de- 
velopment of power economically, for 
use in municipalities of Northern Al- 
berta, The city’s application for pow- 
er rights at Grand Rapids is now under 
consideration by the department of the 
interior, and should the provincial goVv- 
ernment respond to the memorials 
Which have been presented not only 
by the city of Edinonton but by many 
other municipalities throughout the 
province, it is probable that an ar- 
rangement might be arrived at for the 
transfer of the city's rights to the pro- 
vince, the power to be used for the 
benefit of municipalities. Three times 
the amount of power that may be 
genérated on the Saskatchewan may 
be obtained at Grand Maids, according 
to the Fielding report, 


MAN GEOLOGIST |DELEGATION ASK 


IMPROVEMENT 
OF PRAIRIE ROAD 


Petcr Gunn Heads Deputation to Pro- 
tost Against Condition of the 
Edson Trall 


WANT GRANDE PRAIRIE 
ROAD MADE PERMANENT 


Road at Present Is Useless—Many Sct- 
tlers Waiting to Go Into North— 
Highway Will Be Completed in the 
Near Future. 


The first protest to reach the pra- 
Vineial government regaridgn the con- 
dition of the Edson road — to 
Prairie, and the absolute necessity of 
some action being taken to make the 
road a proper and permanent one, came 
this morning in the shape of a strong 
delegation to Premier Sifton headed 
by Peter Gunn, M.P.P., Lae Ste. Anne, 

The delegation included Messrs. 
Burdette, president of the Edson 
board of trade, and Lloyd, chairman 
of the town council, 

The delegation was reeeived cour- 
teously by Premier Sifton. They de- 
manded that such improvements be 
made to the Edson-Grande — Prairie 
road that would make it possible of 
travel for the great number of settlers 
that were prepared to go into the 
Grande Prairie. They set fourth the 
present impossible conditions of the 
road, and asked that steps be taken ‘o 
tinake the road a summer road, that 
would be possible of travel the year 
orund, 

The Edson road was built during the 
past fall, and joins the Medicine Lodge 
road at the crossing of the Athabasea 
river, It will be completed through to 
Grande Prairie in a few weeks, but 
will not be possible of travel in. the 
summer time, until improvements are 
made upon it.

Couplo Arrested in Winnipeg Aro Be- 
lioved to Bo Partios Wanted by 
San Francisco Police. 


Winnines, Feb, 20.—Aaron Rafelt and 
Violet Sinclair have been gathered in 
by the police here on a suspicion of 
having been coneccted with the big 
diamond robbery in San Francisco a 
year ago. The amount of bootle se- 
enred was valued at about $10,000 and 
the couple have been travelling, pre- 
sumably on the proceeds. They took 
in the prize flght as Reno on July 4, 
then visited South America, New York, 
Montreal and other points of interest. 
Word of their capture was sent to San 
Francisco and orders’ to detain them 
were received. It is expected that an 
ofMcer and papers for extradition will 
be sent, but the prisoners say they will 
not go back without a fight in the 
courts here.

They were immediately placed in a 
snowbank and the police called in, but 
no trace of the owner could be found, 
It is believed that some erank laid the 
explosives there and deeamped, pro- 
bably not having nerve enough to 
throw the sticks himself. Had it ex- 
ploded during the Sunday night per- 
formance terrible loss of life would 
have ensued,

PROBABLE WRITS WILL BE

Rumored That Province Will Amond

Speaking to a Capital reporter this 
morning Mayor Mitchell said: “This 1s 
something that we have been trying 
to get for some years, and we hope 
that we will now be successful, It is 
very desirable that we have a branch 
of the laboratory in Calgary, it will be 
very useful to us in connection with 
the health department.” 

Speaking of some of the problems 
that the south city is dealing with, 
Mayor Mitchell said that the council 
had at present under consideration the 
securing from the Dominion govern- 
meut of a hydro-electric power site on 
the Elbow river, southeast of the city 
He expected that this matter would be 
satisfactorily concluded with the gov- 
ernment shortly. 

The city had also passed a by-law 
authorizing the council to proceed with 
a proposition to pipe natural gas to 
the city from the wells of a private 
corporation 150 miles east of the city

A BENEFACTOR OF INDIA 
Sir Willlam Wedderburn Has Mado of 
Hindus His Life Work. 

Sir William Wedderburn, Bart., who 
presided over the great Indian National 
Congress at Allahabad, recently, and 
who on his arrival in Bombay from 
England was the recipient of a unique, 
spontaneous ovation, is a former very 
high official of the Indian Government, 
and is probably the most popular man 
of that class among the natives. 
William in his long official career al- 
ways showed himself so sympatheti- 
ealy disposed to the individual and 
communistie interests of the natives 
that they came to regard him as @ tried 
national champion, Other eminent of- 
fleials by the hundred have unselfishly 
devoted their lives to the problem of 
improving the conditions of the teeming 
millions of India; but it was always 
evident in their cases that the main- 
spring of their benevolent exertions on 
behalf of the people of Hindustan was 
their duty and their desire to render 
useful service to the Empire. Their 
efforts have generally excited the ad- 
miration, and to some extent, the grati- 
tude of the masses of the people; but 
have not won their full confidence and 
affection. Sir William Wedderburn is 
one of the very few high Indian offi- 
cials who have accomplished that. The 
average native of India regards Sir Wil- 
liam not merely as an official benefactor 
of his race, but as a lover of it: as a 
man to whom the personal and racial 
interests of the Hindus are precious for 
their own sakes, apart altogether from 
Imperial considerations. Some brother 
officials, during his tenure of office in 
the East, accused Sir William of un- 
duly pandering to the racial feelings 
and prejudices of people of India, and, 
consequently of encouraging the spirit 
of Indian nationalism and unrest. Be 
that as it may, the fact remains that he 
is deeply beloved by our dusky fellow 
subjects in the Indian empire. When he 
landed at Bombay on his way to Allaha- 
bad, he was most enthusiastically re- 
ceived by the leading people of the city 
at the landing stage, and all along the 
three miles of the line of route through 
the native town the whole Indian popu- 
lace lined the streets.

the rights which the company holds on the Saskatchewan. 

The company claims to have at the Rocky Rapids what is prac- 
tically the only feasible power site within any reasonable distance 
of Edmonton. 

This power site having been acquired from the Dominion gov- 
ernment under the regulations now in force, the company opens 
negotiations with the city. The first thing the city wants to know 
is, how many power sites are available, where are they and what 


do they amount to. Also the city would like te have some official 


information about the power possibilities of the site which the com- 
pany has acquired. The city finds that there is no information in 
the hands of the government about the power possibilities of the 


rivers and streams of Alberta, and if the city wants to know what 
power is available it must find out for itself. 

If the claim which is advanced by the company is correct, that 
they have a power site which will develop 30,000 horse power and 
that it is practically the only feasible one on the river, then the 
company has been handed over by the Ottawa administration a re- 
source of immense value, and just at a time when the city was in 
the search for a power site itself. 

It certainly looks most unreasonable that the city should be 
subjected to the necessity of doing its own exploring in order to 
get information about the power possibilities and it looks quite as 
unreasonable that owing to the lack of this information a private 
company should be able to jump in ahead of the city and acquire 
what is possibly the only power site which wolild suit the city’s 
purpose. 

In view of the fact that the power resources of the country be- 
long to the people as a whole and that the part of the people who 
could use the potential power of the Saskatchewan are the people 
of Edmonton, a regulation which permits a private company to ac- 
quire a power record which it is patent that the city might need, 
without the city first having the refusal of the site, is so manifestly 
a bad regulation that it bears its own condemnation on its face. 

_The city’s experience in the present case proves as conclusive- 


ly as it could be proven that the arrangement by which the water | 


powers and other natural resources of the country are handled from 
Ottawa is altogether wrong, and an arrangement which is certain 
to cause the people of this province untold vexation and annoyance 
in days to come. 

Alberta’s demand that the resources of the country be handed 
over to the province is not a theoretical reform, the outgrowth of 
some academic theory, but a practical reform, the necessity of which 
is apparent in the everyday business of the country. 


A new liability has attached to railway companies by a judgment 
arrived at in a Nelson court the other day when the Clarkson Lum- 
ber Company got judgment against the 
Nelson and Fort Sheppard railway for 
damages caused by a forest fire which 
it is claimed was started by sparks from 
a locomotive. The amount of the dam- 
age has not been fixed, but the lumber company claims something 
over half a million dollars. 

Huge losses by forest fires have been charged against the rail- 
ways in British Columbia in times past, but this is probably the 
first case where the company was held directly responsible, and 
mulcted for the damages. 

Clifford Sifton not so long ago said that in his opinion the rail- 
way companies were responsible for about go per cent. of the forest 
fires in the railway belt, and that they should be made to pay the 
damage. 

If the amount of the loss through forest fires between the 
prairies and the Pacific Coast were charged up to the railway com- 
panies, all the railways in the mountains would not be of sufficient 


value to meet the cost.

MASSACRED BY 
HOSTILE INDIANS 


NEVADA FARMERS CAUGHT IN 
STORM MURDERED WHILE THEY 
SHELTERED, 


Reno, Nev., Feb, 18—News of 2 
Indian massacre in which four wealthy 
stockmen were victims, reached here 
to-day. The victims, whose bodies 
were found in Little Rock canyon, near 
Queen River,’ Cal., had been missing 
since Jan. 19, when they went, out to 
look for stock in a stormswept region. 
They were Harry Cambron, John Lax- 
gaue, B, Indiano and P. Erramuspe. 

When the continued absence of the 
four men made it certain that evil had 
befallen them, searching parties went 
out Wednesday from Constantia, Cal., 
and yesterday, in the remote canyon 
they came upon the bodies. All the 
blankets and provisions of the murder- 
ed men had been taken, and from the 
character of their wounds, there was 
little doubt that Indians had done the 
killing. 

This supposition was made certain 
When ranchmen in the vicinity were 
questioned. They declared that a band 
of nine hostile Indians had recently 
been in the vicinity, but had departed, 
leaving warnings that they were not to 
be followed on pain of death. 

Immediately the murders were dis- 
covered, a posse was organized and at 
once took the trail of the hostiles. 
Messengers were also dispatched to 
send telegrams ‘to all towns within -the 
region warning’ their sheriffs to be on 
the lookout for them. Although the 
hostiles have a good lead, the size 9 
their. band smakes it almost certain 
that the frontiersmen in pursuit will be 
able to keep their trail and a pitched 
battle is certain.

Here I met several more <Ameri- 
caus. Two of them would talk, and 
forgelling himself, one American called 
the other Bill. But with a nod of the 
head and a reminder that it were un- 
safe to mention names under the cir- 
cumstances, Bill slipped away. 


And the Rurales Beat It 
The two boys wandered away to 
take a position on a tall peak to 
watch for possible advancing federals. 
Ten minutes later three mounted ru- 
rales were seen in &.conyon, They 
were seouts. The two young ‘Ameri- 
cans flred and the rurales disappeared 

quicker than it can be written. 
Orozco's camps is here today and 
another place tomorrow. He has no 
tents, and as the weather here is con- 
siderably toow arm in middle of day 
for comfort, he doesn't need them, 
for it never rains. His camp can al- 

ways be located near the river.

liament just opened the public is of 
course greatly taken up with the po- 
litical prospects, for all agree that 
compared to the political events,which 
are expected to happen in 1944, the 
Coronation,, strange as it may seem, 
dwindles into comparative  insignif- 
cance, except possibly to our American 
visitors, who come to see it as they go 
to Barnum & Bailey's.

is a necessary preliminary to it. As 
for the preamble to that bill, which 
certain Radical members of the gov- 
ernment party would rather see dis- 
carded, even those members now agree 
that as the recent elections were 
fought on the parliament bill, eontain- 
ing the preamble as the chief issue, 
it would be a tactical mistake of the 
government to leave out the preamble 
now, as this would lay the government 
open to the charge of deceiving the 
voters, 

Redmond and his party, indeed, do 
not care very much whether the 
House of Lords is reformed or not, but 
the Tories hope that the. Labor party 
will vote against the preamble and the 
parliament bill thus be lost, but IT am 
convinced that the leaders of the La- 
bor party will see that this would 
mean a victory for the Lords, and will

Neither beard nor moustache, says 
this “spirituel"’ writer is the device of 
the genuine Yankee for, from the Am- 
erican point of view, everything con- 
demns the hirsute countenance. For 
the American, essentially practical and 
positive, the beard and moustaches are 
superfluous growths, In the opinion 
of Unele Sam, ornaments are as use- 
less on the face as on the facade. He 
shaves the one and evens and levels 
up the other. No’ favorites, no billy 
coats, no Dundreary whiskers on the

only contain eyes, nostrils and a 
mouth; faces and houses are both 


meant to be useful. Besides, a beard 
and a moustache require delicate and 
continual attention. They must be cut 
and trimmed, combed and dressed, and 
all that takes time—time that might be 
devoted to business. Therefore the 
American razor suppresses brutally 
and imperatively all excuse for fas- 


tidious idling in the course of the 
toilet.

Mr. <Asquith's ability 
would, in faet, be seen probably to 
greater advantage in the penultimate 
position of our Jegal system and in the 
control of debates of a Second Cham- 
ber—be jit Lords or Senators—than 
as a party leader. TO & man of such 
marked characteristics as a logician 
and elear unbiased thinker it is inevi- 
table that such should be the case. 

Meanwhile the present occupant, 
Lord Loreburn, the “Bobby Reid" of 
olden days, sits tight with a smiling 
face.

WOULD TAKE POSITION AS 
POWER SUPERINTENDENT 


Commissioners Are in Recelpt of Sev- 
eral Applications But Post Has 
Been Filled “Provisionally.” 

Since the appointment of J. H. Deer- 
wester as “acting superintendent of 
the power plant, other applications for 
the position of superintendent have 
been replied to by the commissioners. 

To Geo. V. Reed of Weyzurn, Sask., 
the commissioners have written as fol- 
lows: 

“Refering to your letter of 1{th 
inst. in which you make application for 
position as superintendent of the power 
plant, we beg to inform you that the 
position is provisionally filled by an 
active superintendent. We will hold 
your application for further consider- 
ation.”
